VOTE AND GO HOME. 
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Er. Gorman Thinks the Yoorhees Bill 
Should Pass by Tuesday. 
POPULISTS NOT TIRED QF TALKING. 


They Will Conclude Their Silver 
Speeches in a Few Days. 


MINTS TO COIN $3,000,000 A MONTH. 


The Treasury Is Running Short, but Secre- 
tary Carlisle Thinks He Can Tide 
Over—An Income Tax Favored. 


Washington, October 26.—(Special.)— 
Senator Gormian said late this afternoon 
that he believed the voting on the Voorhces 
bill and amen§inents ‘would ‘commence 
on Monday and he saw no reason why 
the senate should not finally dispose of 
the bill by Tuesday night. He thinks that 
after the hour it passes the Bill, congress 
will take a recess for three or four weeks, 
the secretary of the treasury having stated 
that the treasury department would be able 
to tide over the time between now and the 
lst of December. 

Senator Veller concluded his speech today 
and Senator Stewart has about concluded. 

Senator Joues, however, has not finished. 
He will probably do so tomorrow and Sat- 
urday. Senator Morgan, of Alabama, has 
giveu notice that he desires to address the 
senate on his proposed amendment to pro- 
vide for the repeal of the state bank tax. 
The three poulists have also stated that 
they desire to speak. Senator Voorhees has 
given notice that he will ask for a vote on 
Monday. He wants to begin voting on 
amendments tomorrow or Saturday, but it 
is not probable that he can get the consent 
of the senate to do so until all debate has 
been terminated. 

Not Out of Voice Yet. 

If the populists hold out in their state- 
ment that they desire to make other long- 
winded speeches the vote may be post- 
poned until late in next week. 

It was given out from the white house 
today that the president dves not desire 
congress to continue in session after the 
repeal bill is passed. Secretary Carlisle 
holds that he has authority under existing 
law to coin the bullion purchased under the 
Sherman act and, according to an opinion 
of Atiorney General Miller, to cover the 
seigniorage into the treasury. Secretary 
Carlisle today issued orders to the inints 
to prepare for the coinage of bullion at 
the rate of $5,000,000 per month. This 
svill yield a seigniorage of less than $1,- 
000,000 per monih. 

Kunning Short Each Munth. 

As the treasury department is now run- 
uing $3,000,000 short monthiy this will be 
a small amount, but Secretary Carlisle 
thinks the increase of custom receipts, due 
to reviving industry, will enable the treasu- 
ry to get along until the regular session of 


‘congress. He, however, estimates that the 


gold reserve which is now only SS81,000,000, 
and which should be $100,000,000,) will 
decline to ST0.000,000 by December Ist. 
This $70,000,000 will be the only redemp- 
tion fund for $346,000,000 in United States 
retes and &152.,000,000 in Sherman notes 
end the great mass of silver money which 
the government is pledged to maintain at 
a parity. Under the practices of Secretary 
Carlisle the SGOO,000,000 in round numbers 
of outstanding silver coin certificates 1s 
redeemable in gold. Secretary Carlisle, 
however, holds that the decline of the gold 
reserve to $70,000,000 will carry it lower 
than the reserve of the Bank of Iongland. 
He, therefore, thinks there is no danger in 
waiting for other legislation until the regu- 
ral session in December. He holds that if 
the government should be absolutely forced 
to raise gold he could issue bonds under the 
present law and could sell them above par. 
He, however, does not believe that an issue 
of bonds will be made necessary, but claims 
that he has the authority to make the issue 
if necessary. 
Perhaps an Income Tax. 

The ways and means committee com- 
pleted the first rough draft of the tariff 
bill today. Though it is not made public 
it is known that tlere fas been a heavy 
eut all along the line in all the schedules. 
The only increased tax on anything in the 
bill is that on whisky” whfeR will be in- 
ereased from 9%) cents to $1.10 on the gal- 
lon. It may be as high as $1.20 when the 
bill is finally completed. An increase of 
the beer tax has also been decided upon. 
The sugar bounty will be repealed and a 
very small tax put up@®n raw sugar. The 
tax, however, will not be sufficient to in- 
erease the price of sugar. Of course the 
big cut may have a bad effect! upon the 
revenue, but the committee will try to 
make up this difference either by an income 
tax or an inheritance tax. If an income 
tax is provided for, incomes of 85,000 and 
over only will be. taxed. 

May Effect the Virginia Flection. 

There was a well-defined report in circu- 
lation about the capitol today that there 
had been an effort made to have the demo- 
cratic Managers m the senate postpone vol- 
ing on the bill until after the Virginia elec- 
tion, upon the theory that the passage of 
the bill at this time would have the effect 
of injuring the chances of the democratw 
party in that state. It appears that the 
Virginia populists have made their fight 
in this campaign almost entirely upon tbe 
silver issue, and have made such headway 
as to render the democratic managers some- 
Whai anxious. The suggestion appears to 
have received some consideration, but when 
it was represented upon the other hand 
that the immediate passage of the bill 
would bhuve a good effect in Massachusetts 
and New York, it was thought best to let 
the bill take its course. 

lndeed, under the 
with the bill in its present 
condition, it will be almost 
impossible to check its progress, and espe- 
cially will it be difficult for the repeal man- 
agers to accomplish that result if so dis- 
posed. 
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The Bullion on Hand. 

Senator Power has spent a considerable 
portion of the day in gathering facts eon- 
cerning the silver bullion in the treasury 
with the view of getting support for an 
amendment to the repeal bill, providing for 
the coinage of this bullion,” which will be 
offered by himself or some other silver sen- 
ator. He finds that there is sufficjent 
amount of the bullion stored to make $134.- 
000,000, if coined, and he thinks that there 
should be but little objection to its bejng 
of the fact f 
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the seignoriage of this silver, about $54, 
000,000, would furnish the money necessary 
to supply the threatened deficit in the treas- 
ury. He has been canvassing the preposi- 
tion somewhat among the senators and 
finds that it meets with favor generally 
among silver men. “There a feeling, 
however, amoung the silver democrats, that 
the bill should not be amended in any way 
at their instance, so that the administration 
may have all the praise and ail the blame 
for it when it shall become a Jaw.

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THE BOUNCING OF STANTON. 


ee Ce eo 
Naval Officers Mortified ut the Action of the 
Commodore. 

Washington, October 26,—The removal of 
Rear Admiral Stanton b® Secretary Herbert 
from his command of the United States fleet 
in Brazillian waters, for saluting the flag of 
Rear Admiral Mello, the Brazillan insurgent 
leader, was the sole topic of comment among 
naval officers today. They are mortified and 
disappointed at his action and do not hesitate 
to express themselves. Whatever .may 
have been Commodore Stanton’s explanatiorf 
for his conduct has not yet been divulged at 
the navy department. Jt is assumed, how- 
ever, from what the officials say, that he was 
given full opportunity to make an explana- 
ton before the secretary’s summary action, 
but they refuse to indicate what its nature 
was. It is supposed Commodore Stanton will 
leave Rio de Janeiro at an early day for this 
country. 

Secretary Gresham, it fs said, has expressed 
verbally to Minister Mendonea the deep re- 
vret of this government at the action of 
fear Admiral Stanton and assured him that 
an official explanation w.ll be forwarded to 
his government. 

Senor Salvador de Mendonca, the Dra- 
vilinn minister, said today that the action wf 
the United States government in removing 
Admiral Stanton Is entirety satisfactory to 
his government, and that no apologies are 
expected or desired. 

It is understood that the United States 
government has taken other means beside the 
detachment of Acting Rear Admiral Stanton 
to show the government of Brazil that th.s 
eountry repudiates Admiral Stanton'’s action 
in recognizing the insurgents. 

Wiat form these assurances have taken

The Big Guna Whoop Up the Boys—Hill

New York, October 26.—Democerats held 
high carnival in and around Tammany Hall 
tonight. It was the ratification meeting of 
ihe campaign and amid a blaze of red tire, 
‘Tammany again enunciated 
democratic principles and vied with each 
other in proclaiming the fitness for othee 
of the men who they had put in nomina- 
tion.

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Seuth Carolinians Fiud it Nard to Swallow 
the Mispensary Law Cocktail. 

Columbia, S. C., October 26.—(Special.) 
The vpposition of the othetals and people of 
the cities and towus in this state to the 
dispensary law and their lukewarwmuless 
in enforcing its provisions, even whicn Vio- 
lations are known to them aud to every- 
body else, has led Governor Tiliman to deter- 
imine to try and take the police appointing 
power out of the bands of the municipal- 
ities and place it in the hands of the state 
authorities. His scheme has been widely 
discussed in the state for some time, and 
is meeting with violent opposition ou the 
part of citizens of the towns. it cannot 
be denied that in the country the dispensa- 
ry has the support of the greater part of 
the population. 

The governor's position is that where the 
local authorities not only decline to enforce 
the law, but permit and even encourayze 
the violation, then it necessary 
to have ofticials who will enforce the law 
and over whom the state will have control. 
Ile says he would prefer the cities apd 
towns enforcing the Jaw and maintaiming 
peace and order if they would, without

state interference. 
Open Kebellton at Charleston. 

He believes that they have sot 
that, and that in Charleston the people are 
apparently in rebellion against ihe state 
authorities in connection with the dispen- 
sary law. He says that he at one time ask- 
ed Mavor Ficken, of Char!eston, to have 
the chief of police enforce the law, which 
he claims the chief could have done more 
efficiently than the state constables.

His plan is to have the police appointed 
by a commission to be chosen by himself 
or by the legislature. This commission 
shall be intrusted with the appointment of 
the police and the police shall be amenable 
to the commission for the proper perform- 
ance of all their duties whether in connec- 
tion with the dispensary law or not. Under 
the commission it is to be so that these po- 
licemen ean be removed at any time for re- 
fusal to do their duty or for neglect or in- 
efticiency. The police so appointed are to 
be treated and paid by the city just the 
«ame as if they were appointed by the 
city councils.

THE PRISONERS WERE LOCKED UP. 


They Had Been Put in Their Cells, and 
the Flames Did Not Heach Their 
ERuilding—S8tove Shops Burned.

Lincoln, Neb., October 
and 6 oOclock this evening 
to this city that the penitentiary was on 
fire. The building four miles south of 
his city, but the fire department Was seon 
on the way, escorted by thousands of peo- 
ple, who crowded the street car lines and 
blocked the way with private vehicles. 

Rumors of the wildest nature were tele- 
phoned in from the seene until it was gen- 
erally credited that the penitentiary was be- 
ing destroyed and the unfortunate inmates 
roasted alive. At one time it was given 
that fifty had perished. it was two 
hours before the straight story could be 
learned. The tire broke out in the foundry 
department of the Lincoln stove and fur- 
nave company just before 6 o'clock. By 
this time all the convicts had been counted 
apd put to bed in their cells. 

The builling was entirely consumed. It 
was owned by the state, entailing a loss to 
the public of $80,000. The contractors will 
lose upwards of 480,000 on the preduct and 
machinery, although the exact amount can- 
not be stated tonight. Only partial insur- 
apee was carried. 

The penitentiary proper was untouched. 
Work in the prison shops will be interfered 
with for some days, owing to. the cutting 
off of power on steam connections, 
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MAY HAVE BEEN AN ACCIDENT. 


It Is Thought That Kennurd Fell off the 
tridge Into the River. 

Chicago, October 26.—(Special.) The report 
of the drowning of William R. Kenuard here 
last Sunday as being a suicide is not justti- 
fied by the facts. The evidence in the case 
bow points to an accidental death, 

The coroner's. jury reported that if 
unable to determine from the evidence wheth- 
er the death was accidental or otherwise, but 
there Was certainly no evidence to justify 
the report of a suicide. 

Mr. Kennard was of a singulguiy bright and 
happy dispesition and bore au excellent repu- 
tation among his business asseciates. 

He held a prominent position in the audi- 
tor’s ottice of the Chicago and Fastern IJilinois 
railroad and was highly esteemed by his em- 
plovers. 

His body was found near the drawbridge 
across the Chieago river at Van Buren street 
and it is believed that the bridge moved just 
as le was about to cross and that he fell into 
the river. As he could tot swim, he Was 
drowned before assistance could reach him. 

Kennard was well Known in Georgia. 
His father, Captain J. S. Kennard, of the 
confederate navy, is inspector of dredging ni 
Suvanuah.

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SENATE AND HOUSE. 


Silver Men Continue Their Speeches, bat 
Not for Delay. 


STEWART AND PALMER HAVE A TILT. 


‘The Senator from Chicago Keeps Fooling 
with the Westerner Until He Gets 
a Sharp Hetort. 


Washington, October 26.—When the senate 
umed: its session this morning the repeal 

icket was taken up and the vice president 
Stated the question to be on the amendment 
offered by Mr. Peffer, revising the coinage law 
of 1837. Mr. Teller was recognized and re- 
sumed his speech against the bill. He began 
this morning with a discussion based upom the 
propositions, which he regarded as uncontro- 
vertible, that the supply aud demand of money 
determined its vaiue and that the amount of 
qoney in circulation determined the price of 
commodity. 

Mr. Teller contended that there had been a 
general fall of prices for twenty years, begin- 
ging with the demonetization of silver in 18733, 
and a question by Mr. Higgins, republican, of 
Delaware, as to how he reconciled with his 
Statement the fact that corn and pork pro 
ducts had mot fallen and had remained pro- 
portionately high, resulted in a general dis- 
cussion on the subject, participated in by 
Messrs. Teller, Higgins, Mandersun, Allen and 
Washburn. 

Mr. Teller said the price of corn had been 
effected in a large degree by opt.onal trading 
and a discussion followed as to the extent’ and 
effect of options upon the commodities dealt 
in. Wheat was selling in London, Paris and 
New York today at a lower price than ever 
before, Mr. Teller said. Within ten days 
wheat had sold in New York at 66 cents, and 
the best wheat from Minnessota and Dakota 
had been put aboard vessels in New York with- 
fn the last seven days for 70 cents. Mr. Tel- 
ler denied that it was a blessing to the coun- 
try or to the man who buys it to have cheap 
wheat. 

Mr. Higgins inquired whether Mr.- Teller 
@greed with those on the democratic side of 
the chamber who favored cheap prices for 
everything. 

All Look the Same to Him. 

“I am sure,” replied Mr. Teller, ‘that I 
@o not know what the democratic Majority 
Wants or what it proposes to do, but 1 know 
about as much of whai it wants as I know of 
what the major.ty oa this side of the chamber 
Wwants—just about the same. The difference 
between the majority of this side and the ma- 
jority of the other side is so trifi.ng (so far 
@s this session is concerned) that I do not 
know where the d.fference begins or ‘where 
it ends. And I do not know anybody who 
does. They all seem to be in accord about 
producing cheapness. Every effort that has 
been made on both sides su far has been in 
favor of the reduction of the volume of money 
of the country. It has been in favor of con- 
traction,. which they all know means iow 
prices. If that is the democratic doctrine and 
if cheapness is what the democrats want, it 
geems that that doctrine and that des.re Dave 
pervaded this side of the chamber quite as 
much and, I think, a Lttle more vigurously 
aban the other.” 

Mr. Teller’ did not believe that any legisla- 
tion to increase the volume of money by legis- 
lation favorable to silver would be had in 
the mext four years. There would be no ef- 
fective leg.siation in tbat direction until the 
great American population was heard from. 

Referring to tbe recent proposed compro- 
mise, Mr. Teller said it was rumored that a 
very large and respectable portion of the sen- 
ate had agreed to a formal adjustment of the 
diffteulty. It had been said in a way that jus- 
t.fied him in speaking of it, that he who bad 
no right to speak im the senate had declared 
that no compromise should take place; that 
there should be unconditional repeal or noth. 
fug. it was said that prosper.ty would fol- 
low the repeal of the Sberman law. rhis 
couatry was not to see prosperity imimediate- 
iv. The world was disjointed and out of shape 
on actount of monetary conditions amd there 
would be distress, stagnation and paralys.s 
of business, wherever the gold standard pre- 
vailed, and nowbere eise. 

Squire Has an Amendment. 

At 2:45 o'clock p. m., Mr. Teller, without 
finishing his speech, yielded the floor to Mr. 
Squire, who addressed the senate in advocacy 
of his amendment to phe repeal bill, of whieh 
he gave notice on October Wih. Mr. Squire 
said in offering his ameuvdment he sought to 
find that middie path which is the path of 
safety. Originally he had been for repeal 
and there he stood now. There had been a 
timidity about acting on the subject of a bond 
issue (the authority for which he had no doubt 
existed) when, if action had been taken he 
believed the present panic would have been 
averted. Any party and any adininistration 
ought to be brave enough to face any issue and 
to act energetically and promptly. It was to 
him perfectly astounding that the adminis- 
tration sat supinely by and saw the public 
credit go to ruin without taking steps to pre- 
vent it. Senators were not here as republi- 
cans, democrats or populists, but to maintain 
the credit and glory of the country. Why 
ghould the country be crippled by lack of 
foresight and lack of nerve? Who feared an 
electioneering «ry when danger to his country 
confronted him? The danger of a great na- 
tion involved that of every institution and 
individual in it. Why, asked Mr. Squire, 
should not the United States obtain $200,000,- 
000 or $300,000,000, mostly from abroad at a 
low rate of interest? The bringing of so much 
more money to the country woudl benefit indi- 
rectly every one. He favored giving the secre- 
tary of the treasury authority to pay whatever 
rate of interest might be necessary up to 4 
per cent, and be would trust to the secre- 
iary to place bonds at ag low a rate as pos- 
sible. The very authorization to issue @®onds 
might be sufficient without ever issuing a bond. 
What investors wanted to Know was what 
were the intentions of the government in 
maintaining its credit, The United States was 
committed to the use of gold and silver as full 
legal tender mdéney, said Mr. Squire, and all 
political parties had declared for it. The only 
way that bimetallism, which “every senator 
from the populist, Peffer, to the great finan- 
cier, Sherman, seemed to favor, was impossi- 
ble under present circomstances, was by a 
limited use of silver sustained at par by a 
large gold reserve. If it was the pleasure of 
the majority of the senate, said Mr. Squire, in 
closing, to postpone all positive legistation or 
action on those propositions to a future day, 
contenting itself simply with the repeal of the 
Sherman act, he would bow to its will: but 
there was no such good time as now. There 
was no escaping the responsibility, and the 
Aimerican people would render their verdict 
for unnecessary delay. He appealed to the 
senate to do that which was practical for the 
finmediate relief of the senate and of the peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Cockrell, from the committee on appro- 
priations, reported with amendments, the bill 
making appropriations for certain urgent de- 
ficiencies for the present tinancial year. 

The Unpardonable sin. 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, then resumed his 
apeech against the repeal bill. When he taik- 
ed about the act of 1873, which he c!aimed de- 
monetized silver, Mr. Palmer asked whether 
he did not vote for it. 

Mr. Stewart admitted that he did, but said

he did so ignorantly. Every genator and rep- 
resentative but one, referring to Mr. Sherman.

“How about those who voted for it ignocant- 
ly?’ asked Mr. Palmer. 

“They will go to the bad place, too,” re- 
plied Mr. Stewart: “if they liad the means 
of knowing what was in the act, they should 
have known it.” 

Mr. Palmer remarked that he had been told 
the bill was printed. 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Stewart, then turning 
to Mr. Palmer, he said, **Vo you know all that 
is printed?’ 

Mr. Patmer admitted that he did not, “bat,” 
he said blandly, “I hope, if those who favored 
that act go to sheol, that those who voted for 
it ignorantly will go to purgatory at least.” 

“Why. should a man go to purgatory who did 
not gin wilfully?’ asked Mr. Stewart. ‘There 
must be an evil intent in qrder to commit 
crime.’’ 

Stewart Puts Them on Palmer. 

“There ig such a thing as criminal iguer- 
ance,’’ suggested Mr. Palmer. 

“If I am guilty of criminal Ignorance,” re- 
plied Mr. Stewart, “I have so many seriters 
and members with me, that T um wisling to 
go to the bad place with them.” 

Mr. Stewart was denouncing English Influ- 
ence in American legislation in the future 
course of his speech when Mr. Palmer again 
interrupted him. 

Mr. Palmer said he had listened during tle 
debate with something of humiliation, U.at he 
never expected to suffer to the imputation 
“that we are under the influence of England. 
I have supposed that this country was inde 
pendent.” 

“That shows how much you are mistaken,” 
said Mr. Stewart. 

“Tam not mistaken. I protest that this array 
of English influence and English power in the 
American senate 1s humiliating to all of us. 

“My ancestors fought England iy every war. 
My constituents are not fearful of England in 
war or in peace. Instead of shrinking back 
into a depreciated currency we challenge Eng- 
hand on every land, in every port, on every 
sea—we are Americans. These appeals to our 
tears are thrown away.”’ 

“T am very glad the senator shows gpirit,”’ 
aid Mr. Stewart. “If his knowledge equaled 
his pluck he would be a very considerable 
man. (Laughter.) He reminds me of the ad- 
miral who boarded a railway car—his courage 
exceeds his discretion.’’ (LAaughter.) 

Without concluding hs speech, Mr. Stewart 
yielded, and at 5:40 p. m., the senate took a 
recess until 11 o’clock tomorrow morning.

Resolutions on the Death of the Chaplain. 
The Bankruptcy Bill. 
Washington, October 26.—Rev. Mr. Smithson, 
of this city, who delivered the invocation in 
the house today, referred in the course of his 
prayer to the death of the hquse chaplain, Rev. 
Samuel W. Haddaway, of Maryland}. which 
occurred this morning. Later on Mr. Richard- 
son, of Tennessee, offered the following reso- 

lution: 

‘Resolved, That the house has heard with 
profound sorrow of the death of Captain Had- 
daway, and as a mark of respect that the 
speaker appoint several members to attend the 
funeral services.’’ 

The resolution was adopted and the speak- 
er appointed Messrs. Compton of Maryland, 
Richardson of Tennessee, Dingley of Maine, 
Kyle of Mississippi, Corkrell of New Hamp- 
shire and Cobb of Alabama.

The large 
merchants of the country, whose prosperity 
dependeded*? upon their being able to do busi- 
ness in al) parts of the country, had the al}- 
ternative of watching rumors in all parts of 
the country and being ready to rush in as 
soon as a debtor’s cred!t was questioned, or 
to suffer aunost entire joss when their cus- 
tomers ‘were driven into insolvency. The 
situation ‘was intolerable. The ereditors had 
rights as “well as the debtors, and the rights 
of both should be snbserved. The bankrupt 
act of 1867 had been beneficent to thousands 
—jit bad grven them a chance to start anew. 
The fact that such a haw Was on the statute 
books had forestalled attempts at fraud. 

Tt was the duty of this house to discharge 
its constitutional prerogatives and place a 
fair, just and equitable bankruptcy iaw on 
the statute books. 

Mr. Brosius, of Pennsylvania, spoke in fa- 
vor of the bill, and at the concinston of his 
remarks the house, at 4:45 o'clock p. m., ad- 
journed. 


AFRAID TO PUT IN A BOND BILL. 


One Would Start Debate Afresh and En- 
danger the Repeal Measure. 
Washington, October 26.—Senator Sherman 
this morning definitely disposed of the story 
that he would seek to have the repeal bill 
anended so as to authorize $200,000,000 worth 
of bonds by the treasury department for the 
purpose of increasing the gold reserve. by 
saying that he had no intention of introducing 
that proposifion in connection with the pres- 
ent question. He fems that the treasury de- 
partment ought to have this authority for 
the purpose stated, but will defer his efforts 
in that direction until the beginning of ‘the 
reguiar session of congress, when he will i 


in- 
troduce an independent bill granting authority 
to the treasury to issue these bonds. 

He will probably make a brief statement 
to this effect to the senate before the repeal 
bill is disposed of. The opinion that a bond 
amendment to the repeal bill would fail is al- 
most unanimous in the senate and many of 
the friends of the Pill tbink that the introe- 
duction of sueh an amendment would endenger 
the measure itself by Introducing an element 
of discord. The statement was made by a 
prominent democratic senator this morning 
that a bond amendment would be opposed by 
the uuanlimons vote of the democratic 
of the chamber. The silver republicans and 
populists would also oppose ‘t. If such an 
amendment should be introduced. it would, 
in all probability lead to prolonged debate. 

A statement made by Senator VPeffer this 
morning also disposes in part, at least, of 
the story that the popullets -would obstruct 
the passage of the repeal bill by irregular 
methods,, He said that there would be no 
effort whatever on the part of any of the 
populist senators to prevent the beginning 
of yoting upon the amendments to the pend. 
ing bill. 

Possibly, he said, there might be a brief 
speech or two by them, but certainly not for 
the purpose of causing delay. 

He said the populists felt that they were 
entitled to consideration as a party. They 
wanted simply to go on with the question to 
the end in the regular way.

IN SECOND PLACE. 


Savannah Crowds New Orleans in Her 
Cotton Receipts. 


SHE I& ONLY 3,000 BALES BEHIND 


The Wharves Are Lined with Steamers 
Loading for Europe-—Fraud in 
Turpentine Barrels. 


Savannah, Ga., October 26.—(Special.)— 
The Forest City has been peculiarly for- 
tunate in a business way considering the 
recent monetary stringency through 
which the country has just passed. AD 
evidence of this fact 1naV be seen in the 
amouut of business that is being trausacted 
now. 

This port has easily maintained her stand 
ag the first naval stores port of the world, 
though while the receipts here have not 
been as heavy, as those of last season, this 
is to be accounted for by the fact that there 
has been a general falling off in produe- 
tion throughout all the turpentine districts. 

But this year Savannah stands the 
second cotton port of the country, even Gal- 
veston having fallen far short in receipts 
as compared with the amount that has 
come into this port The receipts at this 
port from September Ist to the week ending 
last l“riday, which is the end 
of the business week, were 
Zid bales as compared wit 
256.501 to the same date last year. This 
amount is less than 35,000 bales short of 
the crop that has been received at New 
Orleans for the same time, and more than 
250,000 more than has been received at Gal- 
veston since the beginning of the season. 

There are ten large steamers at the 
wharves now loading with cotton for Fu- 
rope and the continent, and two at quaran- 
tine waiting to be allowed to come up to 
the city, while a large number of steamers 
are chartered to arrive for cargoes during 
October and November. The increased 
movement in cotton at this port is shown 
by the bank clearances during the past 
month, which have been about 33 1-3 above 
what they were for the same time last 
year. On the other hand, almost without ex- 
ception, every city in the country shows 
a decrease in the clearances over what 
they were for the same time last year. The 
banks here were never pressed for money 
with which to handle the crop, and the 
consequence was that a large amount of 
cotton which would naturally have gone to 
other ports came here early in the season. 
Points which last year shipped to New 
Orleans sent their product here, and this 
accounts for the fact that up to two weeks 
ago this port was even ahead of New Or- 
leans in receipts. 

The estimate of the total crop made by 
cotton men here ig about 6,700,000, or just 
one million below that made by Neill. 

A New Wrinkle. 

The naval stores men have had some 
little difiiculty of late which they are now 
endeavoring to settle by investigation. It 
seems that some of the coopers have been 
making turpentine barrels to guage from a 
gallon and a half to two gallons more than 
they really bold, and their articie has been 
a favorite with some of the producers in 
the country. The fault, when tirst dis- 
covered some days ago, attributed 
the guagers, but an investigation proved 
that the trouble was in the construction of 
the barrel, and a searching investigation 1s 
now going on to determine io what extent 
this deception has been practiced, if such is 
the case. One of the buyers for a Lon- 
don firm claims to have lost $10,000 from 
this source during the present year, <As 
soon as it can be discovered just where the 
fault lies, a correction will no doubt be de- 
manded at ouce. 

Colonel Lester on Silver. 

Congressman Rufus E. Lester passed 
through Savannah yesterday on his was to 
Bulloch county court where he has duties 
which will keep him away from the scene 
of action for a week ten days. In 
speaking of the situation he said he thought 
the compromise on the silver bill or some- 
thing similar to it would be uccepted by the 
president. 

“We had some indications of that fact,” 
he said, “when I left Washington, aud the 
house will probably accept the conclusion 
reached by the senate without material al- 
teration.” 

Colonel Lester said the trouble with the 
senate Was the doubt as to what total re- 
peal meant and what would be its result. 
“Undoubtedly,” he said, “the sentiment is 
largely in favor of repeal, both in the house 
and senate. The question is, after repeal, 
what? The friends of silver fear that a 
repeal of the Sherman law means the com- 
plete establishment of gold monomeital- 
lism.”’ 

Colonel Lester does not regard the prob- 
able result as at all satisfactory. He says 
it will make silver the issue in-the next 
‘ampaign, With the result of producing 
strife and dissension within the party lines 
and confusion generally in polities.

Hypnotism to Be Tried to Wring a Confession 
from the Dutch Wife Murderer. 

Amsterdam, October 2..—It is stated by the 
Handelsblad newspaper of this city that the 
detectives who have been assigned to the task 
of unraveling the mystery of the disappear- 
ance of Mrs. De Jong have, after a conteretice 
with eminent. physicians in this city, decided 
to place De Jong, the woman's husband, un- 
der hypnotic influence, and thus endeavor to 
obtain information that wil] clear up the mys- 
tery. It ig not contended, howover, that a con- 
fession extorted from De Jong under hypnotic 
influence will bDAd in court and convict him 
of murder. 

The story of Mrs. De Jong’s disappearance 
has excited general interest, not only in Hol- 
land, Dut also in Bogitand and in this country. 
Prior to ber Marriage was a AMliss Sarah 
Ann Juett and her home was at Maidenhead, 
Berkshire. 

Last November a young Dutebman of 
name of De Jong, who was steward on a 
sel trading between the IloHNand ports 
Middiesborough, Kugland, got iato trouble on 
board for smuggling cigars. He Was drrest- 
ed aud sentenced to a term of imprisonment. 
While in continement he became very ifi and 
bad to be removed to the infirmary at Midd.es- 
borough, Where lhe had for his attendant Miss 
Juett, who, though her parents were weli-to-

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- davs later De Jong proposed marriage 

was accepted. On June loth, last, the 

young couple were marrica at St. Luke's 
church, Maidenhead. 

The young couple took a train to Paddington 
and stayed at the Devonshire hotel! in London 
that night, embarking the next day for Hol- 
land. t is Known that they stayed for some 
days at the San Louis hotel at Arnheim. They 
were seen at Other places in Holland subse- 
quently. While they Were away the parents 
of the girl could get no answers to jet? 
telegrams, and eurly in August the 
appeared. The man was at Aisterdiaip 
August Ist, and stayed there in lodgings, 
Where he made the acquaintance of his hos- 
tess and her sister, Miss Maria Sybli Schmitz. 

With the latter De Jong became very inti- 
mute and seon pursuaded her to marry him. 
This is on the testimony of swiss Sehmitz’s 
sister. The pair visited London, and it Is 
supposed that while Miss Schmitz was 'n Lon- 
don her supposed husband took the opportuni- 
ty of running dawn to Maidenhead To the 
consternation of every one De Jong walked tuto 
the Juett home. Betore he could say anything 
the anxious mother expressed her surprise that 
he was alone and asked where her daughter 
was. De Jong, who spoke English imperfect- 
ly, said: 

“She has run away from me and has cone. 
off with ze big American.’’ So great was his 
assumed grief that be was the recipient of the 
family’s consolation. On August Zlst a eou- 
ple calling themselves Mr. and Mrs. De Jong 
were back in Amsterdam, where they stayed 
in several hotels. On Angusrt 218; De Jong 
and Miss Schmitz left Amsterdam for Bussum, 
a Village some distance off, and then occurs a 
blank.

Democratic Duty, 

One or two ill-informed members of 
the patronage nuke haste to in- 
form The Constitution that it has been 
defeated by the result in the senate. 

The question that is now of prime im- 
portance is, not who hus been defeated, 
but who has won a victory? There seems 
to be considerable confusion on this 
point, and the matter needs clearing up. 
Time may make it clear, but just at pres- 
ent there is doubt. 

The New York Tribune makes this 
declaration in a Jeading editorial:  “Re- 
publicans have won, and owe their vie- 
tory to President Cleveland.” There 
Inay be differences of opinion about this, 
but there can be no mistake about the 
belief of the leading republican organ. 
It regards the unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherinan act 
as a victory for the republican party and 
boldly proclaims it. 

The grounds on which it bases this 
proclamation are very simple.  Two- 
thirds of the republicans in the senate 
Were opposed to all compromise, and, 
under the lead of John Sherman, were 
ready to vote for the cloture rule: where- 
as thirty-nine democratic senators had 
signed a compromise, and Speaker Crisp 
had said that «a compromise measure 
would be endorsed by the democrats of 
the house. These are the grounds on 
which the leading republican organ bases 
Its claim of a republican victory, and 
our readers can examine them and draw 
their own conclusions. 

So far as The Constitution is con- 
eerned, it followed the lead of an over- 
whelming majority of the southern sen- 
fitors, and these senators represent the 
political senttment of their section. They 
stood with The Constitution, squarely on 
the democratic platform as it had been 
interpreted in the south during the ¢am- 
paign, and as it is still understood by 
southern democrats. 

The Constitution represented, and still 
represents, the democratic party and the 
people of the south. It is conscious of 
nod defeat in which they do not share. 
It is not aware that it has any more in. 
terest in the success of democratic prin- 
ciples, or in the promotion of clearly de- 
tined democratic policies than any other 
democratic agency. It does not feel that 
its anxiety in behalf of democratic har- 
mony has been too Keen or too insistent. 
It does pot feel that it has been too ur- 
gent in pressing the views and interests

.of the people on the attention of the 


democratic administration and democrat- 
ic leaders in Washington. 

In view of these things, it is hardly 
necessary to say that The Constitution 
is not experiencing any of the pangs of 
defeat. It has stood by the campaign 
interpretation of the platform, by the 
well Known financial policy of the party, 
and by the southern senators who rep- 
resent .the sentiment of the democratic 
people of this section, and that is all that 
a democratic newspaper could do. 

The democratic majority in the senate 
have decided that it would be unwise to 
continue their opposition to the inflexi- 
ble purpose of the administration and 
the combined power of the republican 
and democratic minorities. By their at- 
titude they have emphasized the situa- 
tion and made unmistakably clear the 
attitude of their opponents. Their pro- 
test has been as pronounced and as em- 
phatic as the issue is momentous. The 
record they have made will stand. They 
have made a record unparalleled in the 
annals of parliamentary debate. Not 
one of their arguments has been met. 

Under the circumstances, the southern 
senators conclude that their protest has 
been sufficiently emphatic. They have 
put the country on notice; they have 
given the people fair warning; and now 
they wash their hands of the responsi- 
bility. 

It is needless to say that The Constitu- 
tion regards the action of these south- 
erm senators as eminently wise and 
proper. ‘They have carried their resist- 
ance to the single gold standard to a 
point where it may be transferred to the 
people. To continue it far beyond the 
limit to which it has gone would be 
neither dignified nor prudent. 

The time had come to unblock legisla- 
tion, and the democratic majority in the 
senate have seized the opportunity, They 
have not surrendered their convictions; 
they have not given up their firm pur- 
pose to represent the people and the 
party, but they have placed the respon- 
sibility where it properly belongs. 

There is other work for the democratic 
party to do, and to this it could not put 
its hands while gold legislation was 
pending in the senate. The party has re- 
ceived a conmission from the people to 
extract the essence”of protection from 
the republican tariff system, to the end 
that the burden of unjust taxation might 
be lifted from the shoulders of consum- 


ee | 


| ers. It has received a commission to 


rigidly enforce the laws made to prevent 
and control the combinations and 
“trusts” that are formed to “enable cap- 
ital to secure more than its just share of 
the product of capital and labor.” The 
party has received a commission from 
the people to abolish the prohibitory tax 
on state banks of issue—a tax that gives 
undue power to exclusive control of the 
volume of currency necessary to carry 
on business. 

To the execution of these commissions 
the party should proceed at once and 
With energy, allowing no difference or 
bitterness that may have grown out of 
the discussion of the financial question 
to disturb its harmony or to mar its pur- 
pose. 


A Significant Fact. 

Having accepted and endorsed the ac- 
tion of the democratic mujority in the 
senate in ceasing to obstruct the passage 
of the remarkable repeal measure intro- 
duced by» Mr. Voorhees, The Constitu- 
tion does hot propose to indulge in any 
captious criticism of the results, real or 
supposed. 

sut there is a marked difference be- 
tween captious criticism and the com- 
ment that is necessary to give the peo- 
ple a clear understanding of the situa- 
tion. The object lesson that has been 
given them will continue to play its part 
in any discussion that purposes to be 
definite; and the lesson itself will cease 
to be impressive if the phenomena that 
ark its progress are pointed out and 
explained. 

It was said, by those whose standing 
and experience gave the statement all 
the weight it had, or deserved to have. 
that as soon as the country was con- 
Vineed that the Sherman law (or the pur- 
chasing clause ‘thereof) would be uncon- 
ditionally repealed, business would re- 
vive, and prices and values recover. In 
the essays and publications that accoim- 
pany the market reports—the telegraphie 
circulars and the trade “pointers’—we 
have been told that prices and values 
have been responding to every symptom 
of repeal or no repeal. 

Whenever there was an upward flutter 
in Wall street, we have been told that 
this was due to the belief that the pros- 
pects of repeal were better. Whenever 
there was a downward tendency, it was 
because the prospects of repeal were not 
so bright. 

It is incumbent on us, therefore, now 
that repeal is no longer doubtful, to 
watch the phenomena that have been 
made the measure of business revival. 
It has been known for several days that 
there would be no further obstruction in 
the senate; the country has known pre- 
cisely what to expect. 

It is too early, of course, to take the 
present situation as a guide, but it is 
not too early to note one fact that is of 
immense importance to the people of the 
south—namely, that while speculative 
stocks have an upward tendency, the 
price of cotton and wheat tend down- 
ward. This is significant to say the least. 
If the unconditional repeal of the puchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law has such 
an immediate effect on the price of spee- 
ulative stocks, why does it not have a 
tendency to hold up the price of cotton 
and wheat? 

Can it be possible that the 
men of the north have conceived the idea 
that when speculative stocks are boom- 
ing the people ought to be prosperous? 
How many people out of, the 67,000,000 
supposed to exist in this country have 
any interest in the price of speculative 
stocks? A mere handful; a little crowd 
that could be comfortably accommodated 
in the Chicago auditorium. 

What the country needs is some meas- 
ure of relief that will give the farmers 
good prices for their products. ‘This 
would give a more substantial boom to 
legitimate business and to the prosperity 
of the country than the quadrupling of 
the price of speculative stocks. 

We are in hopes that the price of cot- 
ton and wheat will fulfill the predictions 
of those who have been laboring for the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman law, 
but there is no sign of it at this writing. 
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Money in Circulation, 

The gold standard men claim that we 
have about $25 per capita in circulation, 
and they quote the following figures giv- 
en out by the government bureau of sta- 
tistics for September:

‘These figures are obtained from bank 
and treasury reports, and estimating our 
population at 67,000,000, would give us a 
per capita of $25.01. But this money is 
nearly all congested {in the east, and it 
is generally conceded that the people of 
the south and west have less than 84 
per capita. In 1866 we had in the coun- 
try at large about 852 per capita, but 
since that time it has been contracted 
more than 50 per cent. The results of 
this policy of contraction are pointedly 
sugested in the ‘following questions 
asked by a correspondent of The Spring: 
field Republican: 

Will you deny the well-Known fact that 
prices increase and fall with the alternate 
inflation and contraction of the currency? 
Will you deny that, by the partial demoneti- 
vation of silver im 1878 the value of western 
farms depreciated 5 per cent, that they have 
eteadily depreciated since, and so far has 
that depreciation now gone that nearly all 
the mortgage indebtedness of Kansas is wiped 
out by the mortgagees’ ruin and the mort. 
gagors’ foreclosures, barely in time, in some 
cases, to save the face of the loan, but in 
most cases too late by large amougis? Will 
you deny that if the amount of currency cir- 
culation were again cut in two that prices 
would fall again, relative.y, nearly one-half, 
so that, for instance, a barrel of flour might 
be bought for $2.50? And where would this 
leave the farmer, who raises the wheat and 
contracts a mortgage during a currency circu- 
lation twice as large? 

The Republican, in reply, admits that 
we had $52 per capita in circulation in 
1866, but insists that it is not fair to 
count the interest bearing securities of 
the government at that period, Yet it 
admits that these notes “were paid out 
by the government for salaries and other 
expenses,” and “circulated in some quan- 
tity from hand to hand.’ Our eontem- 
porary protests against counting these 
notes, but it holds that it is perfectly 
fair at the present time to count as a 
part of our circulation all the money 
that is locked up in the treasury. It 
counts money that is not in circulation 
now, and refuses to count the interest 


i bearing notes which it admits were in | 


circulation in 1866. 

This is a sample of the statistics fur- 
nished by the contractionists. The peo- 
ple can see through this false figuring, 
and the searcity of money and the shrink- 
age of values have made them feel the 
difference between a per capita circula- 
tion of $52-and a per capita alleged to 
be $25, but in reality much less. 


No Public Executions. 

The bill introduced in the senate by the 
Hon. A. S. Clay making it compulsory 
on presiding judges to order private exe- 
cutions in the cases of criminals whom 
they have sentenced to death, is in the 
interest of public order and good morals. 

The bill should become a law. Under 
its provisions criminals who undergo the 
death penalty must be privately execut- 
ed in the jail yard, and the only wit- 
hesses are the officials, ministers, press 
representatives and such persons as the 
ordinary may designate. 

For sometime past the weekly newspa- 
pers of the state have strongly endorsed 
The Constitution’s efforts to secure the 
passage of such a bill, and the measure 
introduced by Mr. Clay will meet with 
the almost solid support of thoughtful 
and intelligent people. Within the past 
month we have had two public execu- 
tions in Georgia which were attended by 
thousands of people. The labor of the 
adjoining counties was demoralized for 
two or three days. Quite a number of 
women and children were spectators of 
these shocking scenes, and the result 
could not be anything but brutalizing. 

Private executions save the public 
from scenes and incidents tending to pro: 
mote disorder. They prevent hardened 
murderers from posing on the gallows 
as heroes for the admiration of the 
young and weak-minded who take them 
for men of nerve and grit. 

Irom every point of view it is beiter 
to have private executions than to have 
au demoralizing holiday jubilee of the 
rabble over the taking of human life, 
even when it is done under the sanction 
of the law. 


The Currency Problem. 

The best way to supply the existing 
legitimate demand for currency would 
be to repeal the 10 per cent tax on state 
bank issues. 

This would enable local banks to is- 
sue such currency as is needed, and thus 
overthrow the dangerous centralization 
of the money power at a few great finan- 
clal centers, by giving to the people of 
the states the right of home rule in the 
matter of money, thereby securing to 
them a reliable, pon-fluctuating home cur- 
rency. 

A state bank currency would not take 
the place of a national currency. = It 
would circulate alongside of the notes 
issued. by the United States government, 
and the two mouetary systems would 
work barmoniously together. 

The old ery of “wild cat money 
of date. Our telegraph and telephone 
lines and the newspapers have brought 
business communities so close tovether 
that they can learn in a few moments 
all about the eredit of banks, the char- 
acter of their currency and the solvency 
of individuals. State banks established 
on an insecure basis would be exposed 
all over the union in one day and their 
currency would be speedily driven back 
for redemption before it had traveled 
ten miles from home. 

It is now admitted by all well-informed 
fair-minded financiers that there 
would be no difficulty in establishing 
state banks whose notes would be as 
good as our present national bank notes. 
Such a local curreney would expand with 
the needs of business, Its basis would 
be the credit of the people, and the banks 
would be free from the restrictions 
which prevent national banks from loun- 
ing money on real estate. In the agricul: 
tural regions of the south and west this 
system is a necessity. It built them up 
and made them prosperous before the 
war, and its re-establishment would now 
restore their former prosperity. The 
Chicago ;platform «wisely recommends 
the repeal of the tax on state banks, and 
the people are looking to congress To 
lose no time in carrying out the recom- 
mendation.

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In Favor of an Income Tax. 

Advices from Washington indicate the 
growing popularity of an income tax. 

Congressman Warner, of New York, 
declares that he favors such a tax rather 
than the retention of high tariff duties 
involving an inordinate = proportion of 
protection, If the tariff is reduced to 
a revenue basis, the deficiency thus 
ereated in ‘the treasury must be supplied 
by another tax, and one imposed on 
large incomes would not meet any great- 
er degree of opposition than would greet 
any new tax. ‘The machinery for its 
eollection need not be any more elabor- 
ate than for the collection of other taxes. 

Mr. George Gould, who controls his 
late father’s tmmense interests, is a 
strong advocate of this proposed tax, and 
many wealthy men all over the country 
admit that it is eminently fair and just. 
Heretofore our system of taxation has 
burdened the masses by forcing them to 
pay high duties on all the Juxuries and 
most of the necessaries of life. Under 
the new system they would find the cost 
of living greatly lessened and the wealth 
of the country would bear its proportion- 
ate share of the expenses of the gov- 
ernment. 

The idea of a graded tax on large in- 
comes is thoroughly democratic. It was 
first championed in this country ‘by 
Thomas Jefferson. As a method of rais- 
ing revenue it has been tried very sat- 
isfactorily in England for the past fifty 
years, and the American objection that 
it is expensive to collect and is dodged 
by rich men does not appear to have any 
weight in that country. 

Unless we levy an income tax our 
government will find it difficult and per- 
haps impossible to make up the defi- 
cieney that will be caused by the coming 
reduction of our tariff duties.

A large portrait of the elder was sus- 
pended just to the rear of the pulpit and di- 
rectly iv front of the congregation, where 
all could see him as a few days before be 
appeared in life. In addition to this @ 
beautiful wreath of white flowers was 
hung immediately above the portrait, and 
seemed to typify the fragrance of his own 
unsullied life and character. 

The background to the pulpit was heayily 
draped in black, and the aspeet of the 
church was that of bereavement for its 
loved and honored dead. 

A number of beautiful tributes were paid 
to Elder Harris and among them were the

lt is with deep sensibility that this 
convention of the Christian church of the 
state of Georgia at its present session has 
mournfully to express its grief at the death 
of Bider Thomas M. Harris, whose pres- 
ence it expected to greet with gladness on 
this occasion. Only three weeks ago he 
seemed to be in good health and spoke in 
hopeful terms of the brightening prospects 
of the churcb in this state, and of the 
good work he expected to be done at. this 
convention. On his way then to fill his 
appointed at West Point on the first 
Lord’s day in this month, neither he nor 
those with whom he conversed in this city 
dreamed it Was to be his last sermon on 
earth.

This brought a number of delegates to 
their feet, and the resolution was made to 
pay up all of the old scores by calling upon 
all of the congregations in the state to 
remember their pledges.

WITNESSES TESTIFY ON DRUNKENNESS

The trial of Dave Hall, charged with as- 
sault with intent to murder, which eccu- 
pied the time of Judge Richard Clark 
nearly all of yesterday morning and a 
greater portion of the afternoon, was ex- 
cecdingly interesting and humorous. 

It appeared to emanate from a little un- 
kindly feeling in that portion of Fulton 
county surrounding *’Possum Trot,” a lit- 
tle valley not far from the end of the Ma- 
rietta street car line. The story involves 
bad feeling and a quart of bad whisky. 
‘All seriousness was finally eliminatéd 
from the case when the jury rendered a 
verdict of not guilty, releasing the de- 
fendant. 

The style of the case was the state 
against Pete and Dave Hall, charged with 
assaulting George S. Copes and attempting 
to murder him. The first witness placed on 
the siand was George Copes, the assaulted 
persou. He told a story to the effect that 
he had been attacked by Pete Hall, struck 
in the eye with a rock, mashed on the 
mouth with another, assaulted from behind 
by Dave Hall, who also had a rock, and 
then Sam Walker had helped the Halls in 
the fracas. Other witnesses were present. 

Copes was asked by Solicitor Hill what 
had happened to provoke the attack. 
“Nothing,” replied Copes, “What in the 
thunder did they do it for?” inquired the 
solicitor in persnasive tones. “That's what 
1 want to knew,” answered Copes blandly. 
“You can come down," said the solicitor 
with a sigh, and the courtroom, including 
the judge, allowed a smile to pass around.

AN OPEN LETTER. 


Mr. Charles E. Harman Writes About His 
“First Week in Peolitics.’’ 


Under the head of “An Open Letter—My 
First Week in City Politics,” Mr. Charles 
KE. Harman published the following letter 
in the evening papers: 

Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, Chairman City Execu- 
titive Committee, Atlanta, ‘ra.—Dear Sir: 
Several weeks ago, in conversation with a 
gentieman from a neighboring city, aud a 
resident of Atlanta, I stated that I believed 
that Atianta was the besi governed city, with 
less frand and corruption, and that ber bust- 
ness Was conducted ou better business princi- 
ples than any other city in the country. My 
Atianta friend laughed at my statement, and 
said that at present Atlanta was controlled 
by rings and cliques, and that no man could 
be elected to the council who had not before 
hand promised his vote and influence to cer- 
tain parties. I took issue with him in refer- 
ence to this matter, and stated that I thought 
I could be elected to the council from the 
sixth ward without wearing avy man’s col- 
lar and without promising to vote for any 
one’s interest as a councilman, 

After some discussion I made my Atlanta 
friend a bet of a bat that with a primary 
I could be elected to the council from the 
sixth ward and be absolutely free to vote in 
the council as I thought for the best interest 
of the city and without making promises or 
pledges to any person, firm or corporation. 

After the city executive committee had or- 
dered that a primary should be held for the 
selection of fifteen I announced myself as a 
candidate. At the time of my announcement 
I had not fully studied the proposition for 
the selection by primary for a committee of 
fifteen, but you as well as every other man 
who has carefully looked into the question 
know that the present arrangement for the 
committee of fifteen to be selected by the 
primary does not give the people anything 

ike a fair opportunity to express their pref- 
erences. For instance: If Mr. Hill, for alder- 
man. should name «a committee of fifteen 
favorable to his candidacy a great many of 
my friends might desire to vote for Mr. Hill, 
but would not know whether the committee 
of fifteen named by hina were favorable to 
me or not, and the same condition exists and 
would apply with reference to the other can- 
didates in the sixth ward. Thus you will sce 
that the plan for a primary arranged by the 
city executive committee does not give the 
voters of the ward an opportunity, for free 
expression of their choice, but I determined, 
even with the objections to the primary as 
above stated, to continue in the race and to 
do the best I could so as to give my friends aa 
apportunity to give me their support. 

Imagine my surprise when I saw a notjce in 
your paper, signed by yourself and one or 
two others, calling for a mass meeting to se- 
lect the delegates to represent the ward. I 
spoke to you with reference to the irregulart- 
ty and impropriety of a mass meeting. 

I thought it best, probabky to make no pub- 
lic objection to the mass meeting, but abide 
by whatever method the people chose for the 
selection of the fifteen. A friend came to 
me 20d assured me I would have no chance 
before the proposed Mass meeting, as it was 
a “cut and dried’’ programme, and that the 
meeting would be packed for a certain purpose 
and that I could not hope to get a fair show- 
ing against the manipulators who were engi- 
neering the meeting. He assured me that 
the meeting had been instigated, called, and 
would be controlled by parties who were 
‘argely interested in the result. He mention- 
ed the names of two of my personal friends, 
whom he claimed were at the head of the 
movement. I told him I nad known one of 
these gentlemen from boyhood, and that I 
did not believe he would profess, even 1p 
politics, sO earnest a desire for an ‘“‘nnpledg- 
ed and untrammelled” delegation, and be a 
party at the same time to a packed conven- 
tion, and as for the other gentleman whom he 
mentioned, I assured him that that gentleman 
had expressed to me hig very sincere regrets 
that be was not ale to support me in my can- 
didacy aud that I was sure he would not be a 
party to the scheme. However, be finally 
convinced me, by evidence which I could not 
dispute, that the mass meeting would be a 
“nut up job."’ I determined not to have any- 
thing to do with it, although 1t was then tco 
late for me to advise all my friends of wy 
determination, and request them not to attend 
tue meeting. 

Now, that meeting was a “‘daisy.”* Truly, 
it was managed by artists. “The ticket weat 
through just as named. It would have been 
a little better if so many of the muanipulator’s 
tickets had not been written in the same hard- 
writing, and I do not see why thcre sbculd 
have been sucha great objectbon to preserving 
the ballots, for had they been preserved it 
would have been possible to @ave_ verified 
the count and ascertained if the voters were 
residents of the ward; and, ther, whats a 
queer, strange and new sensatlov. it must have 
been to one or two of the gentlemen whose 
luamies Were on the prepared tichet to have 
been on an “untrammelled and unpledged”’ 
ticket. They have been In city polities in At- 
lanta for twenty years to ny Knowledge, and 
I never heard of them being on an “unpledged 
and untrammelled”’ ticket before. 

Ll fully appreciate the ract that the great 
Majority of the excellent gentlemen who 
were clected by that mass meeting were not 
parties to the manipulation and IL have no 
doubt but what the majority of them are 
even ignorant that they are being ‘‘worked” 
by the manipulators. Every man who has 
had anything to do with politics knows that 
there is nothing easier than to ‘‘fix’’ a small 
convention wr mass Meeting. Twenty-five 
heelers can accomplish almost any end. The 
mecting in the sixth ward was irregular and 
opposed to the spirit of the primary ordered 
by the executive committee. I therefore re- 


. Spectfully suggest that you call a meeting of 


the executive committee and let them take 
under consideration the propriety of ordering 
a straight primary and let the voters of the 
different wards expr@s their choice = for 
midermen and conncilmen to represent them, 
throwing all poss:ble restrictions around the 


t ballot so as to Keep it from being abused, 


I believe that every other candidate in the 


different wards who are not under pledges or 


promises to vote for pel Measures, persons, 


' firms or corporations who have axes to grind, 


will join me in asking for a primary, I have 
neither the time nor inclinut.on to the 
various candidates and request a petition to 
this effect, and therefore write you this open 


letter. 

There are vital questions of policy affecting 
the city's interest which should be discussed 
ip the campaign, and the people informed in 
reference to the city’s affairs. Instead of 
the question being asked, ‘‘Is a candidate in 
favor of this or that corporation?’ why not 
ask if be is in favor of reducing the water 
tax? Does he favor the extension of the city 
limits? Does he think that nepotism of offices 
in the city’s gift should be abolished? Does 
he think that people living outside of the city 
should be officers or employes of the elty 
government? 

Is it practicable to collect 
semi-annualiy or quarterly 
needs the money, thus taking ont of city 
polities the bank issue? Is it possible to ar- 
range the office hours of the city officials so 
that a laboring man will not lose a day's 
time when he has to pay his water taxes 
Should there not be a 
law requiring the board of education to give 
positions in our public schools to residents 
of Atlanta? Does not the question of exten- 
sion of water mains On important streets 
need attention? And there are many other 
questions to be discussed for the city’s benefit. 

I have not, and will not promise, nor pledge 
my vote to any person, firm or corporation, 
before the election, to secure their influence 
in my favor.

THE POLICE COURT. 


City Officials Favor the Law Enlarging 
the Recorder’s Power. 


THE STATE CASES BEFORE HIM 


Average Almost One Hundred a Month. 
Strong Opposition Shown to the 
Proposed Measure. 


The city officials, most especially those 
conuected with the police department, are 
strong in their advocacy of the measure to 
be acted on by the present legislature con- 
ferring power upon the city recorder to dis- 
pose of misdemeanor cases that come to 
his court. 

Powerful opposition has been shown to 
the proposed bill, but many reasons will be 
urged before the legislature why it should 
be passed. The opposition to the bill has 
manifested itself in a numerously signed 
petition circulated among the attorneys of 
the city by ‘Mr. Lewis Thomas, and con- 
tuiming the signatures of a great many law- 
yers of the city. 

Judge Andy Calhoun is understood to 
strongly favor the pussage of the bill, but 
from motives of delicacy, he has refrained 
from taking any stand for it, and refuses to 
tulk for the press concerning it, saying that 
as the bill enlarges his power it would be in 
bad taste for him to take any active side 
in regard to it. 

But others of the city officials are less 
reticent and are outspoken in their advo- 
cacy of the bill. ‘They see in its passage 
au increased revenue tor the 
city, i preat saving for the 
county am the matter of jail ex- 
penses, and a speedy and expeditious ad- 
ministration of justice in a class of cases 
that is very numerous. 

Under the present law Recorder Calhoun 
has jurisdiction over city cases only and 
cunnot llupose a tine above $100. In cases 
bri ught before him by the police authori- 
ties, dn Which the circumstances warrant 
aw binding over to the state courts, his juris- 
diction is exactly that of a justice of the 
peace, Hie Zraudes the offense, USSCsses U 
bond and sends the criminal to jail, or dis- 
Muisses him on bond to await trial in the 
cily Or Superior court. 

a! nder the change as proposed by the new 
bill to be acted on within the next few 
Weeks, the recorder’s jurisdiction will be 
widened to the extent that all cases of 
grave enough nature to be referred to the 
cry court for jury trial, except felonies, 
will be tinally disposed ot 1 the recorder’ 's 
court. This will be a great saving of time 
and trouble to the defendants, and a great 
saving of time, trouble and expense to the 
courts.

NEW YORK, October 26-—The Galveston News, in 
its issue of today, published a summary of 1,251 re- 
piies from the state of Texas indicating a crop in that 
Btate 3 per cent under last year. This fact was gener- 
tily Known before the close of the market last eveni ing; 
and, being cavied to Liverpool, it was exnect- -d that 
that market today would show some rallying power. 
That it did not has been a distinct disappointment to 
tracers here. The opening quotations in Liverpool 
were about 2-$4d above vesterday, but before the close 
the improvement had been lost. The New York mar- 
ket opened at abovt last night’s pfices, declined 4 
‘points and remained steady at about ¥.15 for Jannarv 
until the estimate of New Orleans receipts for tomor- 
row caused a iurther break to 8.10, which price was 
current about 1 o’vlock. The interior movement, as 
made up by the New York cotton exchange, is various! v 
estimated at 125.009 to 149,900 bales, against 101,000 last 
year. It is the anticipation of a Fieavy interior movye- 
ment that has depressed the mahket today and enforced 
the liquidation of weakly held longeatton to a consid- 
erable extent. The southern markets fer the most part 
wre reported easier, and cotton is offered upon a basis 


more closely spproximating the parity of New York

contracts. New England spinners, on the other hand, 
ere again reported as having been free buyers in the 
southern markets today. Bullish predictions and short 
crop estimates. hewever, go {or notbing as long as the 
movement of the crop continues on the present scale. 
The attention of the trade is so closely centered upon 
it that undue importance is accorded to it, although 
the market is fast adjusting itself toe continuance of 
the present large receipts, and has shown more resist- 
ance to them today than for some time. The market 
during the afternvon continued to lose strength, and 
just before the close became quite weak. The finish 
was at the lowesi prices of the day, and 14 points under 
last evening's figures. The heavy movement predicted 
for tomorrow, and the expectation of a continuance of 
the big receipts next week has disgusted speculative 
holders ot cotton, and their contracts have been thrown 
over rapidly. The net movement for the week will 
probably exceed last year by 50,009 bales, and the net 
excess of the crop in sight by tomorrow evening will 
not be ises than 40,000 bales. A much lower Liverpool 
is expected in the morning, and most operators have 
prepared forse farther decli ne here.

NEW YORK, October 26—We gave Liverpool iast 
night in full what The Galveston News published this 
morning according to what we advised yesterday in 
eur letter, and the improvement there was 24 points. 
A selling movement developed here, however, at the 
opening at 4@5 points under last night's prices and con- 
tinued steady at about 8.15 for January until New Or- 
leans receipts were announced for tomorrow showing 
19,600 bales, against 10,000 last year. This accelerated 
the decline, carrying January to 8.10. The market in 
the last 5 minutes was hammered doubtless to affect 
Liverpool tomorrow, and the total decline of the day 
was li points. Speculation at the moment seeps to 
disregard everything but the movement, which is quite 
large enough to discourage the longs and give more 
encouragement to the shorts. A valued correspondent 
advises us today that he expectsa falling off in the 
Texas movement next week if the market does not im- 
prore; also, that Liverpool is ready for an advance if 
we encourage it; and that, while New Orleans may be 
larger next week than the current week, which he very 
much doubts, Galveston will show a large decrease. A 
not enoouraging feature at the moment is the smaller 
spot sales at Liverpool which today were £,000 bales, 
against 12,000 and 15,000 only recently, showing that 
spinners, anticipating larger receipts, are buying only 
for immediate needs. The amount to come into sight 
this week is about 420,000, against 366,000 last year, ac- 
cording to H. G. Hester, of the New Orleans exchange. 
In making comparisons hereafter of this movement we 
shall take his tigures. It will doubtless surprise our 
readers to know that only twice since 1349 has middling 
cotton sold in this market below 8c—namely, 1890 and 
1292, In the former year the crop was 8,874,415 and in

bales should it not be worth at least 8c. especially as 
the wholespinning world isbare of stocks.

Characterized the Work of the Second 
Day in the Legislature. 


PURCHASE OF THE C.2.R. SUGGESTED, 


Important Changes in the School

AS Benator Who Wants a “Non-Jury” 
Docket—An Insurance Bill in the 
Senate—A Busy Day It Was. 


The second day saw a number of impor- 
cant new bills brought to light. 

The legislature is not inclined to do any 
dallying. ‘The members are here for work, 
and they have gone at it in a business-like 
manner. 

The senate passed one bill, the house 
several. Everything was carried on with 
senatorial dignity in the upper body, but 
in the bigger crowd over which Speaker 
Pro Tem. Boifeuillet presided there were 
several passages at arms of a character 
that showed the members to be on the 
alert..and ready for fun and fireworks. 

The bill of Mr, Osborne, of Chatham, 
ooking to the possible purchase of the Cen- 
tral main stem by the state created more 
talk than any other measure presented. 
But in the senate there were some very 
important and interesting bills, notably 
those of President Clay, Mr. Hackett and 
Mr. Hatcher. 

Nothing was heard yesterday of the com- 
mittee to report on the election to be held. 
It is probable now that the elections wil! 
not be held until Tuesday. Many members 


will probably go home tomorrow and there | 


may be a light attendance Monday, so it 
is generally understood that there will be 
no election until Tuesday.

THE DAY IN THE SENATE, 


Several General Bilis Introduced—Two That 
Make Changes in the Schoo! Laws. 

The president of the senate was among 
those who introduced bills yesterday and 
all of his iblls are interesting and impor- 
tant. 

One provides for hangings in private 
hereafter—making it obligatory upon the 
judges to order that all executions shall 
be private. This is a change very gener- 
ally. demanded and die that will meet wit 
the approval of the people of the state. 

Mr. Clay’s other bills materially affect 
the public school laws of the state. One 
bill provides for the counties to be divided 
up into subschool districts and specifies at 
what distances the schools shall be located 
apart. 

The other bill provides that the state 
school commissioner shall shall make an- 
nual reports. It also authorizes. empowers, 
and directs the hoards of education of each 
county to build schoolhouses in the

ural districts where none are jo- 
ated now, = and provides how the 
‘xpense of building the same shall be met. 
it further provides that there shall be at 
least one schoolhouse in each militia dis- 
trict, the object of the bill being to give ail 
of the children in the rural districts the 
benefit of the common echoo). fund. The 
dill also provides that the history of the 
state and the United States, and an elemen. 
tary work on the constitution of the state 
and United States shall be taught in the 
common schools, and that teachers shall 
be examined in those branches. 

At the last session Mr. Clay secured the 
passage in the senate of a bill embodying 
the last named features of this Dill, but 
this was amended jn the house, In the 
last days of the session the bil] as amended 
went through the senate, but it did not 
meet executive approval and yesterday the 

, Sovernors veto reached the senate. In his 
statement of his reasons for _the veto. the 
governor snid: 
“This bill is contradictory in its provis- 
ions, and its policy would be verv hurtful 
to our public school system. The bill 
names the studies that shall be taugh in 
the schools, and then authorizes licenses to 
he issued to teachers who npon examination 
are found to be incompetent to teach them, 

f the children in a community are entitled 
under the law to receive instruction in 
treatises on the canstitution of (yeorzia, 
and the constitution of the United States, 
history, physiology and hygiene. the teach. 
ers licensed to give instruction in the pub- 
lie schools onght certainly be competent to 
teach these branches. otherwise the punils 
will be by law denied the right the law 
itself has guaranteed them. It is bad poli- 
ey to license teachers Who are known to 
he competent to give instrnetion in a 
large part of the studies authorized to be 
taught.” 

Mr. Hackett’s Jnry Bill, 

Mr. Hackett introduced a bill specifying 
certain cases which should be tried by 
judge alone, without jury. These are, of 
course, civil cases, 

In any civil suit now triable by jury—the 
bili provides—eilaer party desiring a jury 
shuil in case ot ‘vriginal suits demand a 
jury i0 Dis first pieauiugs; and in the case 
of ail Otuer suits shali demand a jury witi- 
i” the first two days of the trial term.

This pro- 
vides that deeds made out by the state be 
made before a cuolmmissioner of deeds for 
Georgia.

Mr. Hatcher introduced a bill to regulate 
iusurance compauies. The tirst section of 
the bili provides that insurance companies 
Shall not be required to deposit bonds of 
the state or the United States in order 
to secure a license, but a license shali be 
granted upon conditions other than the de- 

osit of bonds as the law now provides. 

Vhen any person who has insured with 
the company brings suit to recover Joss 
from the company and makes atlidavit that 
he has reasonable cause to fear a loss of 
the debt due him by the company, or part 
of it, the non-resident defendant = shal!

MUCH WORK IN THE HOUSE. 
New Bills Introduced—Measures That Were 
Acted Upon. 

Yesterday’s session of the house develop- 
ed no features of very startling interest. 
Among the new bills introduced that which 
attracted the most attention Was doubtiess 
that of Mr. Osborne, of Chatham, to give 
the stat¢é authority to become a purcoaser 
of the Central railroad of Georgia, and pro- 
viding for submitting the necessary cousti- 
tutional amendment to the peopie at the 
next general election. 

Another interesting bill from the Chat- 
ham delegation was presented by Mr. Doo- 
lan. It is to give the police court of da- 
Vanunah jurisdiction in gaming Cases. 


“We want to break up a very pernicious | 


practice,” said Mr. Guarard, of Chatham, 
referring to the bill. ‘The solicitor general 
at Savannah bas been in the habit of tak- 
ing notes in cases where gamblers are fined 
in the superior court, and, of course, they 
had no way of paying them but to keep on

gambling. In short, it is nothing less than 
a license to run a gambling house and di- 
vide the spoils with the officials.

One 
solicitor general made $12,000 in a year 
by this sort of thing and we want to take 
such cases entirely away—into other hands.

Representative Osborne Proposes for the 
State to Buy a Railroad. 


AN INTERVIEW ON THE SUBJECT 


A Possible Combine of Other Roads to 
Force Their Own Terms Upon the 
People—W hat Is to Be Gained. 


The rather startling proposition embodied 
in the bill of Representative Osborne, of Chat- 
ham, for the state to becowe the purchaser 
of. the Centra] railroad was the subject of con- 
siderable speculation at the statehouse 
terday. The bill provides for an amendment 
to the coustitution to be submitted to the peo- 
ple at the next general election. Last evening

The Annual Report of the Adjutant and 
Inspector General Is Qat. 


INTERESTING REVIEW OF THE WORK 


And Recommendations forthe Goodof the 
Service—A Dooument of Very 
General Interest. 


——_—_— 


The annual report of General Kell, ad. 
jutant and jnspécter general of the Georgia 
forces, is just from the hands of the printer 
and contains. much of interest not only to 
the members of the military companies but 
to the people in general. 

The repyrt begins with a statement of 
the status of the Georgia troops as fellows: 

The Georgia volunteers, at this date, 
consist of: Infantry, four organized rexzi- 
ments, and three separate battalions; cav- 
alry, one regiment and one: battalion; ar- 
tillery, two batteries. 

The Georgia volunteers, colored, remain 
unchanged in organization, and consist of: 
Infantry, three battalions and four unat- 
tached companies; cavalry, ohe troop; ar- 
tillery, one battery. 

Changes that have been made since last 
report: The disbandment of the duBignon 
Volunteers, infantry, unattached, Baldwin 
county; the Constitutional Guards, infantry, 
unattached, Liberty county; the Dublin 
Light Infantry, company C, fourth regi- 
ment, Dublin; the Quitman Grays, company 
G, fourth regiment, infantry, Quitman; the 
Gate City Guard, company B, fourth bat- 
talion, infantry, «Atlanta. 

Companies recommended for 
and awaiting acceptance are: 

Company of infantry, Cedartown; Ware 
County ‘Troops, Waresboro; Cuthbert Light 
Infantry, Cuthbert; Thomas Hussars, cav- 
alry, ‘Thomasville; Irish Volunteers, Au- 
gusta; Washington Rifles, Sandersville;

Some Criticisms. 

Attention is called to the want of uni- 
formity in the number of compames com- 
posing the several regiments of infantry 
and the several regimental and battalion 
staffs. 

The first regiment has five companies; 
the “second, twelve; the third, twelve; the 
fourth, ten, Then, too, the companics im 
each regument—or 1n solle—are Witiely scat- 
tered, being selected, secminghy, without any 
idea of geographical location. 

The staffs lack uniformity. in but two 
regiments is the office of inspector of small 
arms practice provided for; in two no chup- 
lain is authorized and in other respects 
there is lack of uniformity. 

Remedies Suggested. 

To remedy these deficiencies, the adjutant 
general recommends legislation providing 
for: | ;

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


Decision of Commissioner Stahiman on 
the One-Cent Rate, 


THERE WILL BE NONE TO THE FAIR. 


A Rumor About the Georgia Railroad 
That Is Far More Entertaining Than 
Truthful—Other Railroad News. 


There will be no one cent a mile rate to 
the world’s fair. 

This is the verdict of Commissioner 
Stahlman, Commissioner Slaughter having 
received a telegram from him yesterday 
turning down the petition of those wanting 
the cheap rate. 

The proposition for a one cent a mile rate 
was first brought to the consideration of 
the Southern Passenger Association by the 
petition on behalf of the confederate’ sol- 
diers. The movement to secure the rate 
for the old soldiers involved the question of 
class legislation on the part of the railroad 
authorities and made it an embarrassing 
situation for the railroads that were real- 
ly willing to give the rate. Then came the 
proposition on a general basis to give a one 
cent rate to the public at large. 

If this had been granted the petition of 
the old soldiers would have been at the 
sume time favorably answered, but the rail- 
roads interested were unwigling to grant 
the general rate and the matter was left 
to the commissioners for adjustment. 

Commissioner Stahlman has been out of 
the City several days or it would have been 
disposed of much sooner. The papers were 
sent to him at Nashville and he wired Cow- 
missioner Slaughter yesterday turning 
down the request for the cheap rate, 

‘he cheap rate would have been of but 
litle advantage this jate in the season even 
if it had been granted. 

There will be but a few more days of 
the world’s fair and the ticket’ would be 
so little good it is altogether probable that 
the demand for them would be but slight. 
lf the ove cent rate had been given eariier 


in the season, however, or even a few days * 


ago so that the confederate soldiers might 
have organized their, litle parties to gu tor 
a week or ten days to the great fair, it is 
certain tuat the world’s fair trate of south- 
ern raluiroads would have beew very larzeiy 
increased. y ae 

this thing of giving a one cent rate to the 
fair was tried by ail of the western roads 
a week or two ago and wus feund to be a 
triumphal success. The railroads could 
harly handle the traffic that went with a 
rush to the Windy City. ‘hey put on many 
secliois lo every passeuger train scheduled 
and even with all their increased facilities 
Were put to rough straights taking the 
people to the fair who rushed in to take 
udvantage of the cheap rate. 

The Kast Tennessee and the Western 
and Atlantic have reaped great advantages 
from the recent reduction in the rates from 
$26 to $20.40. They have sot £ grewt many 
tickets at the lower rate that they would 
not have sold at the higher rate. and at 
the same time ‘have allowed the people to 
see the fair who would not have seen it 
otherwise. 

All the railroads leading into Chicago 
have reaped great profit from the fair this 
season, and now as the close is at hand 
they are counting up’ their = fortunes of 
money that have been realized. Of course, 
it has been a greater thing for them than 
they even expected in the outset in their 
most hopeful moments. 

The attendance at the world’s fair has 
been something remarkable frem the very 
outset. The tratlic has been immense for 
ail the roads leading to the city and their 
connections. 

And it came in a right good season for the 
western and southern roads, too. There 
was never a period in their existence that 
they so needed this boosting. It has been 
the dullest season ever Known in railroad 
circles of this country. The passenger 
traffic caused by the world’s fair has helped 
many of the western and southern roads 
to hold their heads up and pay dividends 
that could never have been paid without 
this. | 

A Wild Rumor About the Georgia. 


Now comes a wild rumor about the Geor- 
gia railroad that causes a sensation among 
the railroad people of this city who have 
heard it, although, in truth, few of them 
have given it any credence whatever. 

The story is to the effect that the Geor- 
gia railroad is going to be so changed as to 
run the main line by way of Athens to At- 
lanta, thus shortening the distance between 
this city and Augusta. It is told that a 
movement has been started by the Georgia 
road people to make this change without 
much delay, so as to reclaim that patronage 
they once had between Atlanta and Ath- 
ens before the Seaboard Air-Line, a much 
shorter route, was built. This will make the 
main line of the Georgia run off from Union 
Point on the Athens branch, then to be 
continued from Athens on an air-line to 
Btone Mountain, where it will again touch 
the present main line and run into Atlanta 
on it, thus cutting off a loop from Union 
Point to Stone Mountain that will heve to 
he run as a little local or branch road. 

The story causes a laugh of incredulity 
to play over the faces of many of the rail- 
road people, for they say there could be 
ao little distance gained by this course that 
it would be folly for the Georgia railroad 
to make any such change. 

Others lauch and say if it 1s even con- 
ceived by the Georgia railroad people it 
eannot be executed just at this time, un- 
less the Georgia has stood the hard times 
hetter than most roads. 

Still Cutting Down Expenses. 

The railroad people are — still 
down expenses here and there. 

Even in the offices of the Southern Rail- 
wavy and Steamship Association and the 
Sonthern Pressenger Association these cuts 
are to be observed and the clerks are all 
harder at work than ever because of the 
“drops” that have been made. 

The times look but little brighter to many 
of the railroads than they did earlier in 
the fall, and many of the magnates and 
managers are wondering what comings

Foreign roads, such as the Port Royal, 
Charleston and Savannah and others have 
eome in the territory an@ captured more cot- 
ton than they are entitted to, hence the kick. 
The East Tennessee is a woful sufferer. The 
Macon and Northern and the Port Royal are 
much abead of the allotment. Freight men 
met here to agree on eqnalization, but failed 
as the roads in receivers’ control positively 
refuse to obey Commissioner Stahlman’s re- 
eent order to stop soliciting where ahead. 
They refuse and will continge to hustie so- 
licitors for business.

Scott Brown Has Made Three Escapes 
from the Penitentiary. 


HE MUST PUT THE STRIPES ON AGAIN. 


Every Time He Gets Away His Sen- 
tence Is Doubled, and Now He 
Has Thirty Years, 


A notorious negro criminal who has three 
tines burrowed his way out of the Dade 


Coal mines was landed in the Fulton jail | 


yesterday afternoon, and will be returned 
to the mines in ciiains today. 

The negro is the famous Scott Brown, 
well known to the Atlanta police, who was 
Bent from this city in ISs7 for five 
and who has by repeated eseapes doubled 
Qnd redoubled until it will 
now cover the period of his cutire future 
life. 

Grown was recaptured yesterday morning 
by tig deputy sheriff of Putnam county, 
and brought to Atlhunta at once and put in 
jail for safe keepiug. The inside walls of 
the kuctou county prison were familiar to 
the noted criminal who had frequently 
Biept between them before. 

Ife escaped from camp No. 2 last June 
apd fias since been et large. His escupe 
Was a daring one and one hard to accoin- 
plisu. A lite convict unfastened uf 
the floor plauks and started out, but know- 
ing that his life was jnvolved in the risk, 
his heart failed him at the last moment 
and Scott Brown, the noted escaper jumped 
at the opportunity his venturesome 
comrade threw away. He crawled out un- 
der the stockade floor and at the imminent 
risk of his lide succeeded. in getting away. 

{t was his third escape, and like the two 
preceding ones it was short. Each time he 
ewwaped his sentence was doubled and now

A Drayman Arrested Accused of Stealing 
Two Carloads of Lumber. 


THE BOLDEST ROBBERY ON RECORD 


In Broad Daylight He Is Said to Have 
Dr.ven Into the Railroad Yards and 
Hauled the Plunder Away. 


Butler Simons is a thief of that brazen 
type whose amazing boldness of execution 
makes them practically secure from detec- 
tion and arrest- Huis daring and unheara 
of boldness in the matter of perpetraung 
thefts which can but be the outcropping of 
genius, challenges the admiration of 
the city detective depariment, Whicu im a 
(yuarter ot a century ot experience has not 
had to deal with a robber who operaced on 
the open scale of Mr. Simons. 

Butler Simons is ua negro, tall, gaunt, un- 
educated and illiterate, but with a certain 
amount of native slurewduess.

patch. He not only did his work quickly 
but he owned a powerful pair of mules aud 
a strong dray, and be could carry a heavy 
load. 

But Simons and bis drayage business have 
come to grief, and the indicatious are that 
they have come to an end for many montis 
to come. Le was arrested yesterday after- 
hoon ox LDesxective Wooten oll BUsjpHClon, 
and betore night, through tile investigallon 
of the arresting ollicer and Detectives 4 it- 
sun aud looney, it was developed that Si- 
mons had been carrying on one of the 
largest, boldest and most systematic robbe- 
ries reported to the puiice department of re- 
Cell vears. 

Yesterday Walter Harris, 
who has charge of the sendimg out ot 
fr&ght in the Kast Tennessee yards, called 
on Detective Wright aud reported a series 
of losses which he wanted investigated by 
the detectives. ‘The series of losses 
covered a period of nearly six months and 
consisted of the theft of lumber cars, The 
cars had been rubbed at vathous times 
while standing in the freight yard waiting 
tu be unloaded, and a negro draymau was 
suspected. 

Mr. Harris stated that the lumber roblt- 
ries had been excessively heavy, nearly two 
ear-loads of luinber having been missed 
frow the yards during the past four months. 
The robberies had been of necessity of the 
boldest character imaginable. ‘The thief 
had driven into the yards in the broad 
glare of daylight, and, perhaps, under the 
eyes of a dozen railroad employes who did 
not know but that be was hauling his own 
lumber, and loaded his dray with lumber 
apd drove away unmolested. 

Chief of Detectives Wright detailed De- 
tective Wooten to investigate the case and 
locate the thief. A lucky accident saved 
the detective an endless amount of work 
and worry. Early in the morning a negro 
drove a dray up alongside one of the lum- 
ber cars in the freight yard, not far from 
the old Mitchell street passenger depot, and 
cooly begun to load his wagon from the 
lumber on the flat car. 

Two men employed in the yard who had 
heard of the reported robberies of | hinm- 
ber cars, hurried to where the drayman was 
amd took him in charge. He proved to be 

futler Simons and was turned over to De- 
tective Wooten. Wooten carried Simons 
to police hendquarters, where he was put 
through a thorough jine of questioning. 

Cnder the tire of questioning leveled aij 
him by the detectives, Simons gave way 
and confessed that he was guiltv of the 
previous robberies, but averred that he hnad 
been acting for two other men who had em- 
ployed him for the purpose of hauling the 
lumber. The detectives took no stock in 
the latter part of this story, but proceeded 
to locate the stolen Inmber in the light of 
the information furnished by Simons. 

Detective Looney and Cason were detail- 
ed by Chief of Detectives Wright is- 
sist Detective Wooten in tinding the stolen 
lumber. They spent the afternoon search- 
ing for it, and sueceeded in locating it just 
before nightfall, and the discovery was in 
the nature of a surprise to them. 

Irom the estimates made by Detective 
Cason, Simous must have stolen two c¢ar- 
loads of lumber and a half carload of shin- 
gles. e and Detective Loon- 
ey found a perfect mountain 
composed of all sorts of lumber 
and dozens of bundles of shingles at a 
place on Chestnut street, where a new six- 
room house is going up. It was easily as- 
certained that the house was being erect- 
ed from the lumber that had been missing 
from the East Tennessee vards, and that 
Sutler Simons was the moving genius ip the 
ebterprise. 

Work on the building was ordered stopp- 
ed, and today, if possible. the lumber will 
be identified by the owners and returned 
to them. Some of the lumber the detee- 
tives believe, Simons came by honestly, but 
a large part of it was stolen. Simons has 
little to say. He says he will come out of 
it all right: that he was only a tool in the 
hands of two other men: that he believed 
he was doing legitimate work in the line of 
his business when he hauled the lumber, and 
that it never once occurred to him that he 
was taking Inmber without the knowledge 
of the real owner. 

Simons has never been in trouble before 
hut the circumstances look exceedingly dark 
for him now. The matter will be further 
investigated today, and surprising develops 
ments mag be the result.

Smith to receive open bids, provided that 
none of them is below the bid of Mr. High.
